This item had 
been previously presented to the allied commission on repara- 
tions, and payment had been sought through that body from 
money collected by it from Germany. 


The present procedure is evidently intended to make assur- 


ance of payment doubly sure. To most- Americans' it may 
appeal as the proper way to go about the matter. 


Germanythves the quarter-billion-dolla-r bill for maintaining 


oilr army on the Rhine, without question, and will not dodge 
responsibility for it. It is logical to apply direct to Germany 
for payment because this country has made a separate treaty 
with Germany 
The Allies are having trouble enough collect- 


ing their own bills a't Berlin. Germany will pay America in 
preference'to any other creditor, for the sake of American good 
will. The reparations commission is a creation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, _and many Americans have never relished the 
idea of seeking privileges under that treaty without assuming 
any of its responsibilities.

An Irish Embassy. 


.The Irish Free State now is hoping for an ambassador of its 


own at Washington. Such a privilege was not provided for in 
the treaty with Great Britain by which the Free State was 
established, but Irish leaders are sure there is ample warrant 
for it. 


The treaty provides that in all things not specifically defined 


in the Anglo-Irish treaty, Ireland's powers shall be determined 
by "the law, practice and constitutional usage" of Canada. It 
has been agreed that Canada shall have an embassy of its own 
at Washington, though there has been delay in appointing the 
ambassador. When this is done, Ireland will put in her claim 
to follow suit, as a self-governing dominion of Canada's class, 
and it is hard to see how the British government can refuse. 


The mere suggestion of such a development should be 


enough to thrill the hearts of Irish-Americans. If the ambas- 
sadorial privilege is conceded, it may put an end to viewing 
of the Free State as "a mere tool of the British government.". 


"A Game of Tag." 


"This is all a little game of tag," said a bootlegger when ar- 


rested in Boulder, Colo., with an automobile load of booze. 
"I'm beat today, but a little thing like a fine of $300 is nothing 
to me." So he paid the fine with a smile, drove the enforce- 
ment officers to their homes and went away—-presumably for 
another load. 


That is exactly what prohibition enforcement has been so 


far, in most parts of the; country, and it will never be anything 
else until detection for violation of the dry laws is surer and 
swifter and'the punishment outweighs the profits. 


Fortunately the tendency in this direction is marked. In 


state after state the public is growing indignant at the flouting 
of the law, liquor fines are being made less of a joke, prison 
sentences are being imposed on old offenders. The federal 
authorities are-trying to do their part. Getting caught may 
soon cease to be a joke, even to the bootleg aristocracy.

cated; the masses being left in ignor- 
ance. In Rome education was at first 
largely confined to the "ooys, but, later 
limited -to the rich and ruling classes.

withdrew from school as soon as the 
law allowed.

[n 1SD3 only 3.75 percent of all students 
enrolled continued in school above the 
eighth grade. In 1916 this percent had 
increased to 8.39, a gain of 4.S4 over a. 
lapse of twenty-three years. 


Many pupils did not 
withdraw by 


their own choice but were forced to by 
the lack of value to them in the school 
subjects. The school did very little to 
interest the child. This is proven by 
the fact that of 5SO pupils who claim- 
ed they left school because of poverty, 
it was found that with 300 of them" it 
was a mere pretense. The real reason 
was that the children were bored. 


The traditional curriculum made no 


provision for preserving the individual- 
ity of children 
or for meeting their 


needs. The uniform course treated all 
individuals alike, "making 
the weak 


weaker, and the dull, duller/' Instead 
of discovering what he liked the child 
was told what he ought to like. 


Labor organizations are not satisfied 


with the training given prospective 
laborers while in elementary schools 
Samuel Gompcrs-, President 
of 
the 


American Federation of Labor 
said, 


"The old ide.-us of education dealing 
with the abstract only, denied to many 
children an education adapted to their 
minds and natures, and hence failed to 
fit them for the duties and possibilities 
of life." 


The work which the schools tried to 


interest the child in was not important 
to him. It did not satisfy any yearning 
he had felt; <Ed not answer any ques- 
tions in his mind, and did not solve any 
problems he had met In actual life. So 
in school we found him, sitting, look- 
ing, listening and answering1, rather 
than doing and creating. 


Eesides not meeting the needs of the 


child, the old form of education Is un- 
timely.
